Thracean government at’ Adrianople has dismissed all the old offi- 
cials, Former sub-Govegnor Erdjument Ekran Bey, who has ar- 
rived in Constantinople, said today that Bulgarians are crossing 
into Turkey in large numbers and joining the Turks, who are pre- 
paring to resist the Greeks, 

Bulgarians, according to Ekran Bey, will form the backbone 
of the forces opposing the Greeks, but he declared that Colonel Jafar 
Tayar, who was the Turkish commandant at Adrianople, has 20,000 
Turkish soldiers available. -—Ekran Bey asserted that the French are 
permitting the Bulgarians to enter Turkey at will, but as he is con- 
sidered in allied circles to be decidedly anti-French, it is believed his 
statement should be taken with reserve, 

Turkish nationalists have seized the village of Koum Kaleh, at 
the southern entrance to the Dardanelles, and are either defeating | 
the Sultan’s troops or are persuading them to desert to the army 


of Mustapha Kemal Pasha, the nationalist leader, at various points 
along the Sea of Marmora. 

Anzecour Pasha, the only conspicuous supporter of the Sultan 
in Anatolia, has been seriously wounded and his chief of staff 
hanged by nationalists near Gouve. Att Eski Chehir and other points 
along the Anatolian railway be nationalists are bringing in unwill- 
ing recruits in groups of five or six with iron rings locked about their 
necks and connected up by chains with fellow shirkers.

Prince Rupert, B.C.. Tariffs may be 
filed at once, based on the commis- 
sion’s rulings and the_rates will come 
into effect as soon as the commission 
ratifies the tariffs.

The Saskatchewan department of 
agriculture has purchased 60,000 gal- 
lone of molasses, 90 tons of arsenic, 
1,000 tons of bran and two carloads 
of lemons, most of which has reach- | 
ed Regina. Latge quantities have ai- 
ready been transported to the needy 
spots and the cost ta being borne large- 
ly by the municipalities and the Sas-, 
katchewan government in equal 
shares. In case a municipality refus- 
es to use the bait there je legislation 
already péissed to employ others to! 
poison the locusts and the cost is! 
charged to the iocal council. 

Unless a good battle is raged ft is 
probable that in two weeks time the 
two varieties of the pests most dang- 
erous may get ahead. These are the 
red-legged locust and ithe clear-wing- 
ed locust, now beginning to 6e hatch- 
ed 


In Manitoba the doousts are report- 
ed in Melita district in millions and 
the provincial wuthorities ere also 
ready to cope with the danger. The 
few hot days of the past have caus- 
»d concern but there is no need for 
panic and the hungry etate of ths 
hoppers deads the government to chink 
that, as in the State of Kansas, early 
viglence will defeat the danger. No 
effort is being spared in any of the 
provinces to deal with the aituation.

Yation of Schindlers book, ws ch is 
very gk@chy, liberal in errcrs and 
occasionally actually mendacivus. Al- 
most everything else is examirn ion 
of the master’s creations, such as Sir 
George Grove'’s book on thy eyme- 
phonies, Marx on his piano works, 
Kulak on his playing and Elterlein on 
the sonatas. None of these works J» 
of profound importance. We § iacik 
such a sympathetic, temperamental 
yet scholarly review of Beethoven's 
creations as Mr. Huneker has gisen 
us of Chopin's. 

Mr. Krehbiel's edition of Thayer 
will not supply this want. The Amer- 
ican consul at Trieste diq not set out 
to write a study of the master's works, 
but of the man. Some of the German 
editors who undertook to finish Thhay- 
er's biography entered into anaiyses. 
Mr. Krehibiel has adhered to Thayer's 
plan. It will remain, therefore, for

Fortunes of War in the Balance Between Bolsheviki and 
Poles—General Brussiloff Said to Be in Command of 
Soviet Armies—Vast Stores of Munitions and Sup- 
plies Available in East Prussia. 


London, May 21,—Persia has 
appealed to the League of Na- 
tions to protect her against Bol- 
theviki aggression. The ‘appeal, 
which follows the landing of Bol- 
thevist forces on Persian soil 
from the Caspian Sea, was made 
through the Persian foreign min- 
ister, who is in Paris. 

The appeal alludes to the pre- 
sence in Enzeli harbor of war- 
ships belonging to the anti-Bol- 
shevist forces formerly. operated 
under General Denikine, and 
maintains that Persia acted with- 
in her rights as a neutral with re- 
gard to these vessels. It points 
out that she declined to allow 
these ships to enter the harbor un- 
til she was assured she would not 
be hampered in. disarming and 
interning them.

Ottawa May 21—There are many 
points to be cleared up yet regarding 
tho new budget taxes. This was clear 
from the fact that Thursday another 
large crowd besieged the office of R. 
W. Breadner, commissioner of tax- 
ation for Canada. In addition there 
were acores of telegrams and ‘hundreds 
of telephone calls. 

All were seeking information on 
the budget proposals. There are many 
questions to be answered, and these 
are being dealt with as early ag possi- 
ble. One of the matters which will 
have an early ruling dg the one re- 
garding a suit of clothes. 

It was pointed out Thursday that 
the tax might be evaded by buying a 
suit piece by plece anyone of which 
would cost less than $45.00, the tax- 
able amount. It was stated that this 
method will not be workable because 
the retaller who sells the trousers and 
coat of a suit separately will be held 
responsible to collect the tax on the 
total cost of the suit. Another point 
{s that waistcoats sold separately from 
suits are taxable to the extent of 10 
per cent., if the cost is in excess of 
$6.00.

Increased Inspection 

Special attention has been paid by 
the Alberta Department of Educat.on 
to inspection of schools, The first 
effort of the new minister to improve 
conditions was the appointment of 50 
per cent more echool inspectors and 
the appropriation of $70,000 addition- 
al money to provide superviaiun and 
inepection of rural school activities 
that might secure greater efficigncy. 
The school inspector has a multitude 
of duties. He enforces the attendance 
act: he enquires into changea in the 
school boundaries; he -supervises 
buliding activities; he acts as an in- 
termediary between the school board 
and the department of education in 
@fforte to secure teachers and to keep 
the echools in operation; he directs 
teachers’ conventions and examina- 
tlone; marks examination papers; as- 
sists at summer school, and engages 
in a variety of work all of which is 
perhaps of equal importance to his 
regularly recognized duties as inapec- 
tor of schools, and assisting the schol 
teachers. The province has at the 
present time 36 public echool inepec- 
tors, two inspectors of high schools 
and private schools, inspectors of 
manus] training classes, of household 
economics, primary education, consol- 
{dation and of schools in non-English 
districts. The department plang in the 
near future to appoint an ‘in: 
school agriculture. 

Private Schools Inspected 

Alberta hag effected another reform

The Two-Roomed School 

The two-room school iy suited to the 
very opposite conaiiion to that which 
is served by consvi.dation, Consolida- 
tion seeks to gather together enough 
children to form a graded school. In 
many rurel diairicts, however, there is 
over-crowding and when this occurs 
in non-Mnglish-speaking settlements, | 
progress  impossibie. When an ex- 
ceive number of children gather’ in 
the one-room chooi the obvious solu- 
tion is to build another room and em- 
pioy two teichers, but this action will 
double taxation in the disirict and 
very -oftem this overcrowding occurs 
in d.striets that are financia.ly least 
able to bear the extra burden. If then 
the solution is to be found the gtate! 
must provide extra assistance where 
a twe-room school is necessary, That 
policy was adopted in Alberta at the 
1919 session of the legislature. 

The usual grant tu uw one-room ‘rural 
school is §200 per year. When a 
second room is added the grant for 
the additional room is $400 per year, 
making a total of $600 for the d'strict. 
Then, if high school work is taken up 
with six more pupils in the new room 
the grant becomes §6¥0 instead of $4600 
for the new room, which, ‘together 
with the $200 for the initial room, 
makes a total of $800 per year for the 
district. Then ‘t is important, where 
these two-room schools are established 
that the new room should be suitable 
for a community hall and for night; 
class work. In order to make sura tnat 
the new room shall be properly fur- 
nished and seated with seats suitable 
for adults, a special grant of $250 is 
given for the furnishing of the new! 
room, This encouragement is prov-ng 
the deciding factor in many over- 
crowded @istricts, and in 1919 12 new 
two-roomed schools were established, 
ufider this policy. while a great many 
others are already under way and the 
developments for 1920 promise to be 
most encouraging. The 12 two-room 
schools established In 1319 are located 
at oon scattered points, about one 
half of them being in non-English: 
speaking districts, 

Teachers’ Residences 

The necessity of providing homes for 
teachers jn rural districts has long 
been recognized. In no other way will 
it ever be possible to hold teachers in 
many rural districts, and this is per- 
haps espécial!y true in non-English 
speaking Setilements, In many states 
the ide& of the teachers’ shack has 
been more or less encouraged in re- 
cent years. The minister of education 
for Alberta strongly disapproves of 
the teachers’ ghack. He points out thut 
{t is undesirable to have teachers liv- 
ing alone, and that the shack ig not! 
suitable for a permanent home. Ie! 
also maintains that the teachers’ 
shack perpetuates the deplorable cus- 
tome of conducting rural schools onl 
in the summer months, and that a’ 
best, the shack being cold and uncon- 
fortable, can make possible the oper- 
ation of the school+for a few months 
of the year only. If real homes ate 
to be built, however, the cost !@ eo

It makes the school and the teachers t e 
centre of a community, The second room 
in the school is to be large enough for 
commioity affairs, concerts, socials, pie- 
ture shows, etc, And the teachers’ rey)- 
dence is the basis for a demonstration 
bone for tbe household economics depart- 
ment which will some day be a feature of 
every rural school, 

Shortage of Teachers, 

The great problem of the rural school 
fe lack of tenchers, It is a curlous thing 
that the teacher shortage hits the same 
spots year after year ,and those spots are 
nearly always in the gemote districts 
among the non-English. It is the conten 
tion of the minister in Alberta that if there 
was an adequate teacher supply there 
would be no non-English problem, During 
the winter term of 1918-19 there were about 
800 schools not {n operation, and the rea- 
son in tho majority of cases was a short- 
nye of teachers. Weather, financial em- 
barrassment, lack of children and the mi- 
gration from country to town during the 
winter, accounted in part for the large 
of Inoperative schools, During 
1919, 300 new rooms*have been opened in 
the province, and teachers have been pro- 
vided for them, and about 200 of the 800 
inoperative schools were reopened, so that 
conditions aiong this 

Loans for Normal Training, 

The normal term tn J919 was increased 
four months to eight months, Thig has 
made it more difficult to induce students 
to enter the normal schools Last Sep- 
tember, when the schools opened there was 
a notable decresse in the number in at- 
tendance. The minister presented the dif- 
ficulty/to the cabinet and gaid that he pro- 
posed to give a lean to students who would 
enter the normal schools, This loan ig a 
generous one, reaching where necessary to 
the maximum of 8400, given in monthly 
installments of $50 over the normal term. 
Inside of one month after the announce- 
ment of the lonns was made the number of 
students bad increased almost 100 per cent, 
‘The loans ere repayable at any time within

Special Normal Classes,

weeks was arranged in the city of Edmon- 
ton. Loans were again granted and 110 
atudents availed themselves of the classes. 
This, however ,is not a permanent ar- 
rangemtnt, When these short-term stud- 
ents come to the normal course proper, 
their 12 weeks training together with their 
experience will be accepted as a four- 
The 12 weeks of training 
certificate good for 


months’ credit, 
gives the student a 
two years teaching. 

More especially for the benefit of non- 
English schools the department is giving 
short courses dyring the summer for 


children, The course is absolutely free, 
for the department pays transporthtion, 
board and room and there is no fees. The 
only return is that the teacher must agree 
4o teach for two years in a non-English 
school assignd to her. Teachera in non- 
English schools are encouraged to estab- 
lish night classes, Wherever this ie done 
ihe department will asume one-half of the 
cost of operating. 

The small number of country boys and 
girls who are able to take up high school 
work has been a deplorable feature of rural 
education in Canada. This problem has 
really only been touched, for no attempt 
at drastic, effective or permanent remeuy 
has yet been made in the form of high 
schools especially suited to an agricultural 
country. But Alberta is doing what lies 
in its power to do, It is trying to estab- 
lish by government grants of money high 
S.hool departments wherever possible. 
The fee system for non-resident pupils 
has been at best only an uncertain and 
precarious source of income for meeting 
the expenses of the additional department 
in many achools, The department of edu- 
cation in Alberta bas abolished the fee and 
iu its piace Lhe government gives a epécial 
grant of §300—above the ordinery grant eof 
$300 per room—to every room with a class 
of eix or more where high school work is 
done, no matter whether the work is car 
ried on in an ordinary high achool, the 
upper room of a consolidated echool, or 
the senior. room of a two-roomed school. 

This will make it possible to double and 
treble the number of centres at which bigh 
school work is taugat, thys bringing witb- 
in reach of a much increased number of 
boys and girls who are enabled to find 
high school accommodation within engy 
reach will be the best material to feed the 
normal schools and the teaching profession 
of a jater date, and that these country-bred 
boys and girle will supply just the type of 
teacher needed for the rural sohcols. 

At the session of the Alberta legislature 
of 1919, the minister asked for an addition 
al appropriation of $500,000 for the work of 
bis department, or an increase in appre 
priation of almost 40 per cent. More than 
three-fourths of this Increase was devoted 
to rural education, But it is only by @ 
continued aggressive policy that our rural 
public schools can ve made an efficient as 
the rural life of an agricultural country 
like Canada deserves.

The Planting of Annual and» 


Perennial Flowers So As To 


Beautify 


the Home Grounds 


In the spring of the year there 
fakways comes the desire to improve 
the home grounds by cleaning up the 
lawns and planting a few good border 
plants and flower beds, Almost 
everyone has some pet idea of how a 
tawn should be laid out and what 
they would like to grow, but in th 
country, where the ciimate I's very 
severe, only some of the hardiest of 
the annual, bi-ennieal, and perennial 
flowera will grow well. Nevertheless, 
there are dozen of good varicties of 


) flowers: that have been tested out and 


have proved to be hardy in this coun- 
try, and by careful piann.ng ai few 
dollars invested in planting flowers 
will make the home a more beautifui 
place to live in and add much to ita 
value, 

Follow Simple Rules 


When to plant, what to plant, and 
how to plant are the three most im- 
portant questions asked. In the spring 
{3 the best time to plant while the 
tsround has plenty of moisture. Most 
successful landscape gardeners follow 
simple rules and ‘have only a few of 
them. There are dozens of varieties 


to select from, and many ways to 


plant them. When buying them, 
however, most nurserymen or seeds- 
men are useuaily able to give good 


, suggestions as to what varictics to 


teiect and which make the best com- 
binations. 
Bi-ennjals Uncertain 


Bi-ennials, generally speaking, in 
thig country are not very hardy, and 
most gardeners do not *¢vice n 
them to any great extent. Henry 
Parks, proprietor of the Parks floral 
gardens, Edmonton South, who has 
for the last five or six yeara Made & 
BPeCakey ov. pa, 
the-merits of flowering pianis  con- 
tends that the majority of bi-enn.als 
are too uncertain for the amateur to 
bother with. At any rate, there are 
pienty of good hardy varieties of 
annuals and perenniais to make al- 
most any combination desired. . 

Require Little Attention 

The perennials can be planted al- 
grow for 
eight or ten years and sometimes even 
They may ‘be planted along- 


side of the house, between the trees 
or in clumps out in the open, or al- 
most any place where they will have 
sufficient sumight, and enovgh mois- 
j ture in the soll, The perennials, after 
| they are once pianted, require but 
| Nttle attention, and from year to year 
jas the plants Increase in size the 
| roots can be divided up and set out as 
separate plants. ; 
The annuals give thé amateur gar- 
dener an opportunity to bring his or 
her artistic ability into play. Hardly 
two of the annuale are of the same 
color, and as the range in color ia 
| from a white to a dark red or punple, 
ha well designed bed with the color 
| schemes well worked out can be made 
very attractive. The location and size 
of the flower beds are important con 
siderations. On a city lot where the 
|law_is often not more than _ thirty- 
three feet wide and twenty feet deep 
{the location and size should be such 
jas to be in keeping with the elize of 
j the lawn. If the jawn is small and 
+the walk is more to one side of .the 
|lawn than to the centre, one bed near 
‘the centre of the largest area is pre- 
ferable, while if the walk is in the 
centre, to give a proper balance, there 
|should be a bed on either side of the 
‘lawn, or a bed of annuals on one side 
‘and a clump of perennials 
| other. 
Preparation of the Bed 
The preparation of the flower bed 
for annuals is quite simple. The 
method that Charles Collins, of the 
Virginia park nurseries, recommends, 
$ to take off the sod and the top soil 
’ a depth of seven or eight inches, 
id put four or five inches of well 
tted manure in the bottom and fill 
with good rich loam. It is also ad- 
visable to build up the centre of the 
|bed somewhat rounding and about 
one and a half or two inches higher 
than the surface.

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ALBERTA EGE 
FXPORTS ARE 
QUITE LIGHT 


The ege market ror the past week 
has been quiet and fairly firm. At 
country points throughout Central 
Alberta the prevailing price for eggs 
is 44c, while in the city they ure re- 
ta‘ling {n the city market at 50c. The 
receipts are very light. Dealers report 
that the receipts of eggs at the present 
time in comparison with the same 
time last year are just about sixty per 
cent., but that the quality is yery good 
which, in a measure, accounts for the 
high prices. Some of the, principal 
reasons that are given for the decrease 
in egg production is that the farmers 
are keeping smaller flocks this year 
becauee of the high cost of feed, and 
that as a resuit of the long winter and 
late apring the hens are not in good 
laying condition. 

Export Small 

The export of ezgs from Aberta 
this season in comparison with last 
year at the same time, i's decidedly 
under par. So far the Dominion 
government egg inspector for Alberta 
has made only one inspection indicat- 
ing that only one carload of eggs have 
been shipped out of the provy.nce 
This is far below the amounts that 
have been shipped out by Suaskatche- 
wan and Manitoba, and 
extent is accounted for ‘by thé 
that large quantities of Alberta eggs 
are going into storage.
